Obama Curtails Offshore Drilling 



The Obama administration says it will not pursue East Coast offshore oil drilling 
for at least seven years because of the devastating affects from the Gulf oil spill. 


Administration says 
East Coast, Gulf area 
off-limits for 7 years 

Washington 

In a reversal, the Obama admin- 
istration said Wednesday it will 
not pursue offshore drilling off 
the East Coast of the U.S. and the 
eastern Gulf of Mexico. 

A senior administration offi- 
cial told The Associated Press that 
because of the BP oil spill, the Inte- 
rior Department will not propose 
any new oil drilling in waters off 
the East Coast for at least the next 
seven years. 

President Obama’s earlier plan 
— announced in March, three 
weeks before the April BP spill — 
would have authorized officials 
to explore potential for drilling 
from Delaware to central Florida, 
plus the northern waters of Alas- 
ka. The new plan allows potential 
drilling in Alaska, but officials said 
they will move cautiously before 
approving any leases. 

Interior Secretary Ken Salazar 
planned to discuss details of the 


decision later Wednesday. He said 
in a statement obtained by the AP 
that the BP spill taught officials a 
number of lessons, “most important- 
ly that we need to proceed with cau- 
tion and focus on creating a more 
stringent regulatory regime.” 

The new strategy focuses on 
areas with leases that are current- 
ly active in the central and western 


Gulf of Mexico, Salazar said. “Our 
revised strategy lays out a careful, 
responsible path for meeting our 
nation’s energy needs while pro- 
tecting our oceans and coastal 
communities,” he said. 

Lawmakers in Florida, where 
drilling in state-controlled waters 
has long been banned, hailed the 
announcement.

Deficit Report’s Tough Blueprint 


Commission leaders 
recommend sharp 
spending cuts, reform 

Washington 

The leaders of President Obama’s 
fiscal commission released a final 
report Wednesday that is full of 
political dynamite, recommending 
sharp cuts in military spending, a 
higher retirement age and reforms 
that could cost the average taxpay- 
er an extra $1,700 a year. 

But as commission co-chairmen 
Erskine Bowles and Alan K. Simp- 
son unveiled the plan at a Capitol 


Hill hearing, it was unclear wheth- 
er they would be able to build a con- 
vincing bipartisan consensus before 
the panel’s 18 members — 12 of them 
sitting lawmakers — are scheduled 
to vote on the report Friday. 

Two panel members — Sen. 
Kent Conrad, D-N.D., and Sen. 
Judd Gregg, R-N.H., — immediate- 
ly came out in strong support, say- 
ing that although they don’t like 
ever 5 Thing in the package, it charts 
a responsible path away from the 
abyss of rising debt and potential 
fiscal crisis.

The final blueprint for rebalanc- 
ing the federal budget hews closely 
to an earlier plan released before 
Thanksgiving. Like the original, it 
offers an aggressive prescription 
for reducing deficits by nearly 
$4 trillion by the end of the decade, 
in large part by slashing domestic 
and military spending. In hopes of 
satisfying the concerns of the pan- 
el’s Republicans, those cuts would 
be even deeper than in the original 
document, slicing more than $1.6 
trillion from Obama’s proposed

Republicans Temporarily 
Block Child Nutrition Bill 


Washington 

House Republicans have tempo- 
rarily blocked legislation to feed 
school meals to thousands more 
hungry children. 

Republicans used a procedur- 
al maneuver Wednesday to try to 
amend the $4.5 billion bill, which 
would give more needy children 
the opportunity to eat free lunch- 
es at school and make those lunch- 
es healthier. First lady Michelle 
Obama has lobbied for the bill as 
part of her “Let’s Move” campaign 
to combat childhood obesity. 

House Democrats said the GOP 
amendment, which would have 
required background checks for 
child care workers, was an effort 
to kill the bill and delayed a final 
vote on the legislation rather than 
vote on the amendment.

Swedish officials ratcheted up the 
pressure on WikiLeaks found- 
er Julian Assange on Wednesday, 
asking European police to arrest 
him on rape allegations as his 
organization continued to embar- 
rass the Obama administration 
with a stream of leaked diplomat- 
ic cables. 

The 39-year-old Australian com- 
puter hacker disappeared from 
public view after a Nov. 5 press 
conference in Geneva. He has spo- 
ken publicly only through online 
interviews. 

Sweden’s director of public pros- 
ecution, Marianne Ny, said that a 
European arrest warrant had been 
issued for Assange in connection 
with allegations of rape, sexual 


molestation and unlawful coer- 
cion. London-based lawyer Mark 
Stephens complained that Assange 
had yet to receive formal notice of 
the allegations he faces — some- 
thing he said is a legal requirement 
under European law. 

“Given that Sweden is a civilized 
country, I am reluctantly forced to 
conclude that this is a persecution 
and not a prosecution,” Stephens 
wrote in an e-mail. 

Formal charges have not been 
filed, but a detention order issued at 
Ny’s request on Nov. 18 remains in 


force pending an appeal. The case 
is now before Sweden’s Supreme 
Court, which will make a decision 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

Assange’s group is still in the 
process of disclosing hundreds of 
classified diplomatic cables. 

The website has also come under 
pressure, with both WikiLeaks and 
a subsite devoted to the memos 
blocked and unavailable from the 
U.S. and Europe. And Amazon.com 
Inc. forced WikiLeaks to stop using 
the company’s servers, WikiLeaks 
said Wednesday, (ap)

All Guns Aboard Amtrak 


Agency wiLL soon aLLow 
checked firearms and 
ammunition on trains 

Amtrak travelers will soon be allowed to 
check guns and ammunition on some rail 
cars. The new policy takes effect Dec. 15. 

Congress passed a law in December 
2009 requiring the change in policy as 
part of a transportation funding bill. A ban 
was put in place after 9/11 due to concerns 
that allowing weapons aboard the trains 
would increase the risk of terrorism. The 
Transportation Security Administration 
already allows guns to be transported in 
checked baggage aboard airplanes under 
strict guidelines. 

Amtrak officials said the rail agency 



If travelers wish to carry guns on a train, they’ll 
have to notify Amtrak in advance of their trip. 


spent about $2 million to implement the 
new policy, which included changes to 
its reservation system, the installation of 
“secure storage at checked baggage train 
stations” and modification for 142 baggage 
cars. Officials noted that checked baggage 


service is not available aboard all Amtrak 
trains or routes, but it must be available on 
all trains and at all stations in a person’s 
itinerary if he or she wishes to transport 
guns or ammunition. Here are Amtrak’s 
guidelines on the new policy: 

» Passengers must call Amtrak at least 
24 hours before departure to notify the 
rail agency that they will be checking guns 
or ammunition. They’ll also need to com- 
plete a form declaring the weapons on the 
first day of travel.

Gray, Obama Meet 
At White House 


President reiterates 
support for full D.C. 
congressional vote 

Washington 

District of Columbia Mayor-elect 
Vincent Gray met Wednesday with 
President Obama at the White 
House, where Gray said Obama 
repeated his support for the city’s 
receiving a member of Congress 
with full voting rights. 

Speaking outside the White 
House after the meeting, Gray 
said the two leaders also discussed 
improving public education, the 
Department of Homeland Security 
headquarters being built in south- 
east Washington, and changing 
the license tags on the presidential 
limo to the city’s “Taxation With- 


out Representation” plate. 

“The president really wants to 
work closely with our city,” said 
Gray, who will take office in Jan- 
uary. 

Obama has supported D.C. vot- 
ing rights legislation, but a bill to 
provide a full-voting member of 
Congress to the city was pulled 
before a House vote this year after 
Republicans insisted the mea- 
sure include Senate-backed lan- 
guage to weaken the city’s strict 
laws on guns. 

Gray said he and the president 
also talked specifically about early 
childhood education and unem- 
ployment. 

Gray said that the meeting 
was the start of communication 
between the two men. “There will 
be many meetings in the aftermath

Dreading the Holidays 

For the nearly 2M people set to lose their jobless benefits, there’s little to celebrate 


Economy 

Shawn Slonsky’s children know by now 
not to give him Christmas lists filled 
with the latest gizmos. The 44-year- 
old union electrician is one of nearly 
2 million Americans whose extended 
unemployment benefits will run out this 
month, making the holiday season less 
about celebration than survival. 

“We’ll put up decorations, but we 
just don’t have the money for a Christ- 
mas tree,” Slonsky said. 

Benefits that had been extended 
up to 99 weeks started running out 
Wednesday. Unless Congress approves 
a longer extension, the Labor Depart- 
ment estimates about 2 million people 
will be cut off by Christmas. 

Support groups for the so-called 
99ers have sprung up online, offer- 
ing chances to vent along with tips on 
resumes and job interviews. Advocacy 
groups such as the National Employ- 
ment Law Project have turned their 
plight into a rallying cry for Congress 
to extend jobless benefits. 

Things used to be different for 
Slonsky, who lives in Massillon, Ohio. 
Before work dried up, he earned about 
$100,000 a year. He and his wife lived 
in a three-bedroom house where deer 
meandered through the backyard. 

Then he and his wife lost their jobs. 
Their house went into foreclosure, and 
they had to move in with his 73 -year- 
old father. Now, Slonsky is dreading the 
holidays as his 99 weeks run out. 

“It’s hard to be in a jovial mood all the 
time when you’ve got this storm cloud 
hanging over your head,” he said. 

The average weekly unemployment 
benefit in the U.S. is $302.90, though it 
varies widely depending on how states 
calculate the payment. Because of sup- 
plemental state programs and other fac- 
tors, it’s hard to know for sure who will 
lose their benefits at any given time. 

Congressional opponents of extending 
the benefits beyond this month say fiscal 
responsibility should come first. Republi- 
cans, along with a handful of conservative

Growth Signs? 

The U.S. economy improved in most 
parts of the country this fall as 
factories produced more and shoppers 
spent more money.

Forget Christmas presents. What the 
99ers want most of all is what remains 
elusive in the worst economy in gen- 
erations: a job. 

For people such as JoAnn Sampson, 
the decisions of Congress can seem very 
far away. A former cart driver at U.S. 
Airways in Charlotte, she and her hus- 


band are both facing the end of unem- 
ployment benefits, and she can’t get so 
much as an entry-level job. “When you 
try to apply for retail or fast food, they 
say, ‘You’re overqualified,’ they say. We 
don’t pay that much money,’ they say, 
‘You don’t want this job,”’ she said. 

Sampson counts her blessings: At 
least her children are too old to expect 
much from Christmas this year. 

Wayne Pittman has been telling his 
family not to expect much for Christ- 
mas either. The 46-year-old carpenter, 
along with his wife and 9 -year-old son, 
have stopped going to movies, going out 
to eat and buying new clothes. With 
his $297 weekly checks gone, holiday 
gifts are definitely out. “It’s not in our 
budget,” Pittman said. “I have a little 
boy, and that’s kind of hard to explain

Virginia Tech safety Eddie Whitley 
was just a freshman playing most- 
ly on special teams the last time 
the Hokies advanced to the ACC 
championship game in 2008.

The best-attended 
ACC championship game was the 
inaugural one in 2005, when Vir- 
ginia Tech and Florida State met 
in Jacksonville. 

ACC commissioner John Swof- 
ford admits the league has been

Clinton says teams 
would feel at home if 
America is 2022 host

Former president Bill Clinton 
stressed the diversity of the Unit- 
ed States in its bid to host the 2022 
World Cup, telling the FIFA execu- 
tive committee on Wednesday that 
“we can fill a stadium with home-

Clinton, the honorary chairman 
of the bid committee, spoke at the 
end of the country’s 30 -minute 
presentation to the 22 FIFA voters. 
Clinton read off his script and spent 
much time talking about his foun-

dation and past achievements. 

The United States is competing 
with Australia, South Korea, Qatar 
and Japan for the right to host the 
2022 World Cup.

The U.S. presentation at FIFA 
headquarters opened with actor 
Morgan Freeman calling the Unit- 
ed States the world’s most diverse 
country. Clinton later built on that 
theme. 

“It’s important that all the teams 
who come to any World Cup venue 
feel that they, too, are playing at 
home, not just for people watch- 
ing on television,” Clinton said. “I 
tell everyone maybe America’s best 
claim to this World Cup is that we 
have the only nation you can put

YOU KNOW HIM for his music, 
but Ben Folds is also an accom- 
plished photographer. This Fri- 
day, he’ll discuss his lens work as 
part of National Geographic Muse- 
um’s “Music On ...

What about photography appeals 
to you? 

It’s a collaboration with the crazy 
circumstances of the moment 
you’re in, a recording of that 
moment that’s happening before 
your eyes. 

What inspires you to snap a photo? 

It could be immediate gratifica- 
tion like great light, or recogniz- 
ing when an experience jives well 
with a photograph. Lately, I’ve 
been goofing around with my 
BlackBerry, like the photos I took 
in Nashville [of the flooding this 
year] that got National Geograph- 
ic’s attention. 

What kind of camera do you use? 

I really love my old Leica rangefind-

er, partially because it’s quiet and 
unobtrusive. Being silent is so 
much more dignified than attack- 
ing people with equipment. I pro- 
cess my film myself and print it in 
the darkroom in my house. 

What’s the connection between 
music and images? 

Music makes you feel, and the same 
thing goes for a camera — there’s 
really a very emotional scene laid 
out in front of you. 

You like shooting in black and 
white. Why? 

Taking color out is one way of get- 
ting to the bottom of what you’re 
seeing. I’ve been told there are hun- 
dreds or thousands of shades of 
gray, but how many basic colors are 
there? Three? You can have a real- 
ly nuanced black-and-white photo- 
graph.

Voltaire's classic tale 
of youth and hard 
knocks gets a reboot 

Theater 

When the musical “Candide” opened 
on Broadway in 1956, it crashed and 
burned. But failure didn’t stop com- 
poser Leonard Bernstein from con- 
tinuing to revise his adaptation of 
Voltaire’s 18th-century satire. 

Many have since attempted 
to fine-tune this retelling of the 
eponymous optimist’s adventures; 


the latest is Tony Award-winning 
director Mary Zimmerman, whose 
interpretation is now running at 
the Shakespeare Theatre. 

Combing through decades of 
accreted material was daunting, 
says Zimmerman: “Before start- 
ing it seemed overwhelming. It 
seemed impossible.” So, she invited 
the show’s music director, designers 
and choreographer to her house in 
Maine to select which bits of prior 
versions would make the cut. 

“We wrote [on index cards] what 
we felt were essential plot points, 
the classic songs, the things that 


we loved most, and put them on 
the ground and started horse trad- 
ing a little bit,” Zimmerman recalls. 
“Bernstein joked himself, ‘There are 
two syphilis songs.’” 

The result, which opened to 
mostly positive reviews in Chi- 
cago earlier this year, is still rec- 


ognizable as “Candide,” she says. 
“The really dominant voice in 
the room, in a way, is the music.”

Los Angeles rockers Warpaint weave 
their own moody California dream

If you’re wondering why Los Angeles 
buzz band Warpaint has been around 
for almost seven years with only two 
releases to show for it, blame Shannyn 
Sossamon. 

The actress and model, who’s 
probably best known for starring 
alongside Heath Ledger in the 2001 
film “A Knight’s Tale,” was the 
founding drummer for the psych-tinged 
experimental art-rock quartet back in 
2004. When she left a year later, it threw 
the other band members for a loop. 

“I think that’s largely why it took 
us so long to get to the point where 
we recorded an EP,” says the band’s 
guitarist and singer, Theresa Wayman, 
by phone from London’s K West Hotel 
and Spa during a tour stop. “We 
disbanded after she left. We disbanded 
for, like, a year. And then we got back 
together as a threesome and had to 
spend a lot of time navigating our way 


The band eventually recruited a new 
drummer, Stella Mozgawa, and put 
together a full-length debut, “The 
Fool,” which dropped in October. The 
album, produced by Tom Biller (Beck, 
Karen O, Liars), has received raves from 
everyone from Pitchfork to Rolling 
Stone, the latter of which called them 
“guitar hypnotists.” Even the New York 
Times has sung Warpaint’s praises, 
noting “first they hypnotize; then they 
get you dancing.” 

The band’s currently selling out 
shows in New York, Austin and 
Portland, Ore. — and then there’s 
England. “We’ve sold out every show 
that we’ve played in the U.K.,” Wayman 
says. “It’s been amazing. It’s been better

with Wayman as the drummer. Then, 
Sossamon reappeared. So, in 2007, 
the band made another go at being a 
quartet and set out to record a debut 
EP, “Exquisite Corpse,” which was 
released in 2008 to great reviews and 
impressive sales. 

“And then [Shannyn] left again, 
halfway through the recording of the 
EP,” laments Wayman. 

But the story has a happy ending:

Warpaint’s sound has been 
compared to contemporaries such as 
the XX and Yeah Yeah Yeahs, but there’s 
something else there, too.

If you think the music made Den- 
ver band Tennis sound like some- 
thing you’d hear on the oldies sta- 
tion, it’s not your imagination.

“We used vintage Fender tube 
amps from the 1960s on our record,” 
says singer-keyboardist Alaina Moore 
of the group’s debut disc, “Cape 
Dory,” which drops Jan. 18. “And 
we used an old RCA microphone 
for vocals — all to try and just get 
some of the vintage qualities of older 
recordings we really liked.” 


Tennis is the latest in a long 
line of guy-girl indie-rock duos. 
But more than another Head- 
lights or Beach House, Tennis 
recalls the wistful, girl-group 
croonings of the Shirelles or the 
Mermaids. 

“As far as melodies, I listen to 
a lot of older music, like Dinah 
Shore and Brenda Lee,” explains 
Moore. “I find that style of sing- 
ing most inspiring and real- 
ly beautiful — and timeless. We 
wanted our music to have that 
timeless aesthetic. It’s a classic 
thing that I hope you can always 
go back to.” 

According to the singer, she 
learned how to harmonize the 
same way a lot of the singers from 
the old days did. 

“I grew up singing in church 
and singing harmonies to the lead 
singer,” she explains. “That’s all I

did for years and years was har- 
monize. I can’t even write a vocal 
part without hearing the harmo- 
nies.

Moore and bandmate Patrick 
Riley met in college and discov- 
ered their mutual love of music on 
an extended post-graduation sail- 
ing trip, where they started com- 
posing together. That trip inspired 


“Cape Dory” and also prepared 
them for life on the road. 

“We spent about a year sailing, 
so touring has a lot more similar- 
ities to that than we anticipated,” 
Moore says. “You’re traveling as 
your own self-sustaining unit, and 
you’re constantly in a new place

I think it’s funny to throw that 
language into a rock ’n’ roll con- 
text, because it’s so incongruous.

Talking Trash, Making Art

Director Lucy Walker 
discusses making a 
film that finds beauty 
in a garbage dump 

Director Q& A 

“Waste Land” is probably the most 
moving documentary you’ll ever see 
about trash. It’s also one of the most 
moving documen- 
taries you’ll ever 
see, period. 

Director Lucy 
Walker followed 
Brazilian-born 
artist Vik Muniz 
to the world’s larg- 
est dump, named 
Jardim Gramacho, just outside Rio 
de Janeiro. There, Muniz uses gar- 
bage to create portraits of the “cata- 
dores,” workers who pick recyclable 
materials out of the mountains of 
refuse. The movie — which scored 
at Sundance and festivals in Ber- 


lin, Seattle and Provincetown — 
opens Friday at the E Street Cin- 
ema. Express spoke to Walker the 
day she found out “Waste Land” 
has been shortlisted for Oscar con- 
sideration. 

Do you think “Waste Land” is a 
movie about art? Or is it a movie 
about people? 

It’s about everything. I love that it’s 
neither one nor the other. For me. 


I think, there’s a lot about life as 
well. There’s a lot about luck and 
love, about how twists and turns 
in fortune can determine your life. 
Vik is confronted with the fact that, 
although he grew up much as the 
pickers did, he’s a superstar, and 
they’re in a landfill. There’s a lot 
about courage and dignity, how we 
handle the twists and turns of our 
lives. I wouldn’t want it to be just 
about one thing at all. 


What did you hope the film would 
achieve? 

We didn’t set out to make a point. 
I always set out to wonder at the 
world. But you see at the begin- 
ning of the journey, Vik is very, 
very afraid [of the landfill]. But 
as you get closer and closer, you 
realize how rewarding it is to get 
close to people. 

The art Muniz creates eventually 
makes a lot of money, both for him 
and for the pickers. Were you hop- 
ing that would happen? 

Had the experiment failed, I would 
have made that movie, too. It 
wouldn’t have been as uplifting, 
though. Ninety minutes in a gar- 
bage dump doesn’t sound like a 
good time, but it really, really is.

When you walk into PJ. Clarke’s 
— which opened in October — 
in downtown D.C., you hit a wall 
of sound. A hundred conversa- 
tions clamor for priority, waitstaff 
hustles and bustles around at top 
speed, there’s clatter and commo- 
tion from the open kitchen, and 
’50s rock tunes fill any blank spac- 
es. There’s an energy and electricity 
in the air that feels very New York 
City, which is unsurprising, since 
that’s the hometown of the origi- 
nal P.J. Clarke’s. 

Though the aesthetic falls 
between a turn-of-the-20th-cen- 
tury saloon, a not-so-secret speak- 
easy and a family restaurant (kids 
are very welcome and highly evi- 
dent), PJ. Clarke’s is more focused 
when it comes to the food. It spe-

P.J. Clarke's feels like a step back 
in time from the moment you walk in 
the door, with its stained oak floors 
and 1940s period lighting.

Sides include the 
just-rich-enough creamed spinach 
with a hint of Parmesan and the 
buttery shaved Brussels sprouts 
with bacon. Steer clear of the match- 
stick fries and onion strings; both 
are dry and unsatisfying. 

For dessert, have a slice of the 
pumpkin pie when it’s in season. 
With a consistency not unlike a 
cheesecake crossed with a bread 
pudding, it’s hearty and comfort- 
ing, especially when eaten with 
a dollop of cinnamon ice cream. 
It ends the meal with a satisfy- 
ing bang, not that you can hear it 
over the friendly roar around you.

Game Review 

Oswald the Lucky Rabbit has the 
most ironic name in animation 
history. His co-creator, Walt Dis- 
ney, lost the rights to Oswald in the 
1920s, so he started over with a new 
character: Mickey Mouse. 

Oswald stumbled through the 
’30s and eventually faded into 
oblivion. Mickey became the most 
famous ’toon in the world. You can 
hardly blame the rabbit for devel- 
oping sibling rivalry. 

In “Disney Epic Mickey” (for the 
Wii, $49.99), Oswald has become 
ruler of the Wasteland, home to all 
the neglected characters from the 
studio’s early days. When Mickey 
gets sucked into the Wasteland, 
he discovers he has inadvertently 
unleashed an inky monster called 


the Shadow Blot. So it’s up to the 
mouse to stop the Blot, restore the 
Wasteland and find his way back 
to his own magic kingdom. 

The highlight of “Epic Mickey” 
is the exploration. In the Waste- 
land, lead designer Warren Spec- 
tor and his Junction Point Studios 
have created an alternate-world 
Disneyland that adds an under- 
current of menace to the Happi- 
est Place on Earth. Main Street is 
now Mean Street. 

Spector was given extensive 
access to the Disney archives, and 
his geeky enthusiasm for the stu- 
dio’s history shows in every level 
of “Epic Mickey.” 

Even with some of the liber- 
ties Spector has been granted — 
Goofy, for example, first appears 
as a disembodied animatron- 
ic head — animation buffs will 
eat it up. Indeed, anyone who 
grew up with the mouse will have 
plenty of memories reawakened.

New York Times correspondent

ended with Rohde 
being kidnapped and detained in 
Pakistan for seven months until his 
daring escape in June 2009. 

In their joint memoir, “A Rope 
and a Prayer,” the couple gives 
his-and-her perspectives on the 
ordeal. Their book tour stops in 
D.C. Thursday and Friday. 


How did your captors treat you? 

DAVID ROHDE: I was never beaten 



or physically abused. ... But my cap- 
tors terrorized my family. They shot 
videotapes of us designed to make 
my family feel responsible. 

You were held captive for 10 days 
in Bosnia in 1995. Did that pre- 
pare you for this? 

DR: It did and it didn’t. I made some 
mistakes early in my kidnapping. 
I told my captors about my report- 
ing in Bosnia, which helped expose 


the mass executions of thousands 
of Muslims. I hoped they would 
see me as an independent journal- 
ist and release me. Instead, they 
thought, “You must be worth a lot 
of money.” 

The New York Times didn’t publi- 
cize your kidnapping. Would you 
have made the same decision? 

DR: It was absolutely the right deci- 
sion. There’s unanimous agreement 


among former kidnap victims and 
security experts that captors are not 
going to be pressured by publicity. 

Kristen, how were you able to 
balanceyourjobasa photo edi- 
tor at Cosmopolitan with what 
was going on with David? 

KRISTEN MULVIHILL: The support I 
had from our family. Initially, being 
able to go to work also provided me 
with a sense of normalcy. 

You called the attempted inter- 
view “a bachelor’s decision." Has 
your understanding of David’s 
kidnapping changed? 

KM: At first, I couldn’t believe he 
made that decision, but he made 
it imagining a positive outcome, 
and, ultimately, with the intention 
of moving away from covering war 
zones and having a more stable life.
